ing For the Dead 


BERVICE IN A THEATRE 


J'ufcllc Manifestation of Sorrow 


Augmented by Overflow Meet- 
ings In Various Cliurcliex-- 
Thirty-Nine Unidentified Bod- 
ies Borne to Cemetery Past 
Hu«hed Throngs of People 


Brockton, Mass., Maroh 24.—All busi- 


ness was suspended in this city yester- 
di.v, traffic ceased, schools were closed 
«ml the people united in one great 
tribute of sorrow and sympathy on ac- 
count of the explosion and tire of Mon- 
day in whicu, it is believed, 5S persons 
perished. 


Thirty-nine bodies, so charred 
and 


disfigured us to make ideuliticaliou iin- 
possible, were borne away to Melrose" 
cemetery on Brockton Heights, escorted 
by B great throng of mourners, city of- 
ficials, representatives of labor 
or- 


tanizations, and 
fraternal 
societies. 


Men, women and children in the multi- 
tude that saw tlie funeral procession 
pass made no effort to hide their tears 
as the IO«R line of hearee« nnd uiourn- 
-ers wended its way to the burial place. 


Three public funeral services had 


'been arranged; five were necessary to 
begin to serve the desire* .of the peo- 
ple and thousands bad no opportunity 
to take an active part In the expres- 
sions of grief and sympathy. 


The day of sorrow opened with a 


solemn high mass of requiem in St. 
Patrick's lioman Catholic church in 
memory of four members of the parish 
•who are believed to have perished jn 
'the flames. 


In the afternoon public funeral ser- 


vices were held at the Cbjy theatre, the

The great debates of the Senate are 
held in whatever room Allison, Aid- 
rich, Hale, Spooner, aud Platt of Con- 
necticut may be gathered to decide 
what shall be the policy of these Uni- 
ted States on a given subject. 


The public "debates" to which the 


eager-eyed tourist listens so reverently 
are iu the nature of a dramatic per- 
formance.

1 followed an Indian guide once over 


a trail of 280 unit*, whereon we snow- 
aboed over uiouutaiiiB, through dense 
bush, down rivers aud other lakes. To 
test my powers of a retentive memory, 
the following winter, when dl-paatche> 
again bad to be taken to headquarter*, 
I asked tbe Indian to allow me to act 
a» guide, be following. 


On that long journey of ten or twelve 


days, always walking aud continually 
thluklug out tbe road, I was in doubt 
only once. We were standing on tbe 
ice; a totiguA of laud stood out toward 
us, a bay on either Bide. The portage 
leaving the lake was at the bottom of 
one of these bays, but which? 
The 


Indian had halted almost on the tails 
or my snowaboes, aud enjoyed my hesi- 
tation; but said authlug. To be assured 
of no mistake, I had to pass over tbe 
whole of last winter's trip lu my mind's 
eye up to the point on which we stood. 
Once the retrospect caught up with, us, 
aud there was no further trouble. Our 
route was down the left-hand bay. 


When tbe Indian saw me start in 


that direction, he said: "A-a-ke-pu-ka- 
tan" ("Yes, yes, you are able").
